Eisenhower 
Renews Offers 
Of Cooperation 


W.ASHINGTON (AP '—President 
Eisenhower assured the American 
people Tuesday night that U.S. re­ 
lationships with her sister repub­ 
lic.^ of Latin America have—with 
very few exceptions—’‘reached an 
all-time high." He added that "an 
even firmer partnership must be 
our goal." 
Eisenhower was reporting in a 
prepared nationwide radio-T\ ad 
dress on the grueling. 15.500 mile 
good-will mission to South Ameri­ 
ca from which he returned Mon­ 
day. 
He called it "a mo.st instructive 
and rewarding experience.” 
But 
if the nations of Latin 
America were expecting any con­ 
crete plans for assistance or speci­ 
fic offers of U.S. help, now that 
Eisenhower has seen their im­ 
mense problems first hand, the 
.speech was a di.sappointment. Ei­ 
senhower renewed offers he made 
many times on his tour to hold 
out the hand of this country in 
cooperation, Bui he spelled out no^ 
wealth of details. 
Eisenhower 
was 
warmly

ceived by tremendous crowds in 
all the four countries he visited— 
Brazil. Argentina. Chile and Uru­ 
guay. And he said his first words 
must be a heartfelt expression of 
gratitude for the friendly recep­ 
tions wherever he went. 
‘ Millions endured hot summer 
sun—and occasionally rain—to let 
us know of the enthusiastic good 
will they have for the government 
and people of the United States."

A small slate fall which broke 
a trolley wire was blamed for ig­ 
niting the fire which broke out 
in the company’s Holden 22 mine 
eight miles southwest of here

In additio n to safeguarding inv entiv e in­ 
genuity , the Patent Office perfo rms many o ther 
v ital functio ns in the wo rld o f business and 
eco no mic driv e. It acts as a clearing ho use fo r 
info rmatio n o f all ty pes, including co mplete 
descriptio ns o f patented items. PTo m this in­ 
fo rmatio n further ideas are dev elo ped, patented 
and pro mo ted. Mo re pro ducts co nstantly stream 
fro m tho se already dev ised, in an endless cy cle 
o f perfectio n. 
As in any o ther endeav o r, no inv entio n ev er 
reaches the ultimate. There are alway s refine­ 
ments to be made, mo dificatio ns fo r v ary ing 
circumstances, and finally co mplete replacement 
because o f co ntinued refinements elsewhere. 
Inv entiv e genius did no t die with Ediso n. 
The number o f patent requests increases 
each y ear, insuring the wo rld o f a wealth o f new 
ideas.

“ (Th e top world spot price th is week was $3.10 per 
100 pounds (F O B.» iCubaU and U.S spot on a com­ 
parable basis F.O.B Cuba was $5.10). 


“ .\ctuall.v. of th e first one million tons, Russia 
bough t 37 5,000 tons at a lower level th an th e in­ 
dicated $3.10 price above. Sh e bough t last Septem­ 
ber 230,000 tons at $2.905 and on February 5 of th is 
y ear 345,000 tons at $2.7 8 per 100 pounds. Th ese 
sugars will go Into th e deal as part of th e 1960 one 
million tons since th ey were purch ased for sh ip­ 
ment th is y ear. 


“ ,\s a m atter of record Russia alway s buy s sugar 
from Cuba at a discount under th e spot price. In fact, 
no oth er country in th e world since Castro became 
Cuba’s dictator h as bough t sugar for less th an Russia. 
Russia is th e fair-h aired boy .” 
Obviously , it makes no sense for th e United States 
to pay more for Cuban .sugar th an Russia pay s, or 
th an any oth er country ’ pay s. WTiy must we alway s be 
suckers^ 
But it is not only sugar th at we buy from Cuba at 
a subsidy price th at comes out of th e pockets of th e 
American tax pay er. We also give Cuba a direct mili­ 
tary subsidy of $543.000, Th us money is military assist­ 
ance to Castro, for th e training of jet fliers. He could 
use th ose fliers against th e United States. Do we h ave 
to subsidize our enemies 
WTien we pay more for sugar th an th e world price, 
we are pay ing a subsidy . It is true th at some of th at 
money goes to American companies in Cuba wh ich 
employ Cuban labor. 
Since th e first Sugar Act of 
1934, th e United States h as given Cuba a h igh er quota 
for th e import of sugar th at h as amounted annually 
to 37 3,000 tons. 


.So advantageous h as been th e quota and th e 
subsidy th at a number of .American companies 
h ave found It beneficial to Invest in Cuba. 
All 
th eir properties are now imperilled by Castro 
policies. 


Th ere is a tendency on th e part of some business­ 
men and members of Congress to oppose any action 
about eith er th e quota or th e subsidy at th e present 
time, on th e general ground th at Castro will come to 
h is senses and th at th en th e .American companies th at 
do business in Cuba will continue to benefit by quota 
and subsidy . Th ey feel th at a subsidy once removed 
wiU never be reinstated 
Th ey are undoubtedly righ t, 
as th ere is a growing opposition to subsidies wh ich 
seem to be unnecessary in a rising market 
Th ose w'h o favor doing noth ing about Castro h ave 
learned noth ing from 40 y ears of ex perience. A revo­ 
lution. such as th e Castro movement in Cuba, th at is, 
a social revolution, does not recede unless put down. 
Th ere is too much to loot for th ose in power to give 
way unless th ey cannot h old up. 
Cuba is not Russia. 
It is a minor country with 
small economic strength or potential 
Its blackmail 
prospects are ex cellent because of its prox imity to th e 
United States, but th e only way to get rid of a black­ 
mailer is to knock h is teeth out so th at h e cannot put 
th e bite on. 
Certain figures in th e McCarth y Sugar Report are 
-jw orth quoting in th is connection:

Half 
th e patients wh o h ad responded 
satisfactorily were forced to give 
up th e drug at th e end of two 
y ears.

More products constantly stream 
from those already devised, in an endless cycle 
of perfection 
As in any other endeavor, no invention ever 
reaches the ultimate. There are always refine­ 
ments to be made, modifications for varying 
circumstances, and finally complete replacement 
because of continued refinements elsewhere. 
Inventive genius did not die with Edison. 
The number of patent requests increases 
each year, insuring the world of a wealth of new 
ideas.

Sugar And Cuba 


Castro is beginning to feel the pinch 
Otherwise. 
he would not have tried to bind our hands prior to a 
conference on outstanding difficulties 
From the authoritative "M cCarthy Sugar R eport.” 
I take these figures which ought to m ake an A m erican 
think: 
“ To Russia— 
I million m etric tons 
at $3.10 per IOO lbs 
= 
S 68.342.000 
To the U S — 
I million m etric tons 
at $o IO per IOO lbs 
* $112,434,000 
Thus Russia gets Cuban sugar cheaper than the 
U. S. by $44,092,000 
"(T he top world spot price this week was $3 IO per 
loo pounds ' F O B * <Cuba>. and I S spot on a com ­ 
parable basis F O B Cuba w as $5 IO . 


"Actually. of the flint one million tons. Russia 
bought 375,000 ton* at a lower level than the in­ 
dicated 53.10 price above. She bought last Septem­ 
ber 230.000 tons at 12.905 and on February S of this 
year 345.000 tons at 12.78 per IOO pounds. These 
sugars will go into the deal as part of the I960 one 
million tons since they were purchased for ship­ 
ment this year. 


“ .As a m atter of record R ussia alw ays buys sugar 
from Cuba at a discount under the spot price 
In tact, 
no other country in the world since Castro becam e 
C uba's dictator has bought sugar for less than R ussia. 
Russia is the fair-haired boy.” 
Obviously, it m akes no sense for the United States 
to pay m ore for Cuban sugar than Russia pays, or 
than any other country pays 
Why m ust we alw ays be 
fuckers'* 
But it is not only sugar that we buy from Cuba at 
a subsidy price that com es out of the pockets of the 
A m erican taxpayer. We also give Cuba a direct m ili­ 
ta ry subsidy of 5543.000. This money is m ilitary assist­ 
ance to Castro, for the training of jet fliers. He could 
use those fliers against the United States. Do we have 
to subsidize our enem ies” 
When we pay m ore for sugar than the world price, 
we are paying a subsidy. It is true that som e of th at 
money goes to A m erican com panies in Cuba which 
employ Cuban labor. 
Since the first Sugar Act of 
1934, the United States has given Cuba a higher quota 
for the im port of sugar that has am ounted annually 
to 375 OOO tons 


So advantageous has been the quota and the 
subsidy that a number of American companies 
have found It beneficial to invest in Cuba. 
All 
their properties are now 
imperilled by Castro 
policies. 


There is a tendency on the p art of som e business- 
m en and m em bers of Congress to oppose any action 
about either the quota or the subsidy at the present 
tim e. on the general ground that C astro will com e to 
his senses and that then the A m erican com panies that 
do business in Cuba will continue to benefit by quota 
and subsidy. They feel that a subsidy once rem oved 
will never be reinstated 
They are undoubtedly right. 
as there is a growing opposition to subsidies which 
seem to be unnecessary in a rising m arket 
Those who favor doing nothing about Castro have 
learned nothing from 40 years of experience 
A revo­ 
lution. such as the Castro m ovem ent in Cuba, that is. 
a social revolution, does not recede unless put down. 
T here is too m uch to loot for those in power to give 
way unless they cannot hold up 
Cuba is not Russia 
It is a minor country with 
sm all economic strength or potential 
Its blackm ail 
prospects are excellent because of its proxim ity to the 
United States, but the only way to get rid of a black­ 
m ailer is to knock his teeth out so that he cannot put 
the bite on. 
Certain figures in the M cCarthy Sugar Report are 
worth quoting in this connection 


"On September I, start of the new crop year 
world stock was 12.541.000 metrir tons. World pro­ 
duction is estimated at 48.900.OOO tons and con­ 
sumption at 50.317.000, Thus world stock on August 
31, I960 will be 11,000,000.

They w ear plain white cotton 
habits and as a new monk joins 
the com m unity, a little hut is 
built for him on the farm . It is 
com posed of one room , broken 
by partitions into three. T here is 
a bed and bath 
a w orkroom , a 
tiny chapel Here. F ra te r B ernard 
will live alone, work at 
book­ 
bindery or printing, and praise 
God in all his conscious m om ents. 
His hut can be no closer than 
TO feet to that of another monk. 
His day begins at 12 30 a 
rn , 
when he prays and m editates At

rn 
he will go to bed and 
sleep three hours. He will sing 
a private m ass. have breakfast of 
fruit, and begin hts work day.

he chooses, he will becom e an 
"absolute recluse ” In that case. 
he will take additional vows. and 
will try living alone in silence 
for six months. If that w orks, 
he will try it for a year. Then, 
a lifetim e. 
As I said 
there are all kinds 
of Christians 
Kach one w ants 
to know God to feel His presence
